Americans have shouldered a
treméndous job in the peacetime
reconstruction of ravaged coun-
tries: in Asia and Europe, Mrs.
Vallely continued, but through
the Marshall plan. and other
measures may be successfu.

“But it is food, not idmlogloq
that hungry nations want,” she
said.

The speaker recommondx\d as
“must” reading for understand-
ing: “No Peace for Asia” by
Harold R. Isaacs, wartime News-.
week correspondent and. “The
European 'Cockpit” by William
Henry. Chamberlain.

Isaac’s book is a “brilliant, le-
vel-headed  analysis of Asian
problems,”* she reported, while
“The European Cockpit” gives an
accurate overall picture of a war-
torn Europe in which Switzer-
land is the only country where
poverty does not walk the
streets.

Fiction Mrs. Vallely rated tops
included “The - Moneyman,” an-
other historical novel by Thomas
Costain; “Hill of the Hawk," de-
scriptive tale of early Southern
California days by Scott O'Dell
and - “Vespers in Vienna,” writ-
ten with -humor and subtlety by
Bruee Marshall.
